His assoeiations were with such 
plonee^a.as C,,Vaughn* whose phtce was 
on Cypress ayenue, and who dild in re­ 
cent years, ^Another pettier contempo­ 
rary with htm waa JT.

Members of This Faith Will Raise SlOO,- 
OOO for Erection of Modern Build­ 
ings at Lordsburg—Many In Covina 
Are Interested—Old Building Is In­ 
adequate. 


Many Covina citizens will be }n- 
terostcd in the campaign to raiae money 
for the new Brethren college, at Lords­ 
burg. The Lordsburg Leador of last 
week had the following to say of this 
progressive step: 


Tho campaign to raise one hundred 
thousand dollars for a new building for 
I^ordsburg college will open next Mon­ 
day. A small temporary building which 
is to serve as hindquarters for the cam­ 
paign is being put up on the corner 
of the campus at the intersection of 
Third and D streets. 
This little office 
will be the center of the liveliest activi­ 
ties during the next eight weeks. 


Two men from the Ward systems com­ 
pany have been employed for the cam­ 
paign, which is expected to mark the 
most strenuous period in local history. 
•Extensive publicity plans have been 
laid and before the campaign is finished 
tho name of Lordsburg and Lordsburg 
college will be known as never before 
on the Pacific Coast. 
This campaign, 
if successful—and no one doubts that 
it will succeed—will place Lordsburg 
colloge on the educational mnp. 
• Tho now building for which the money 
is to be raised will give the school 
creditable facilities for present needs, 
and will be the nucleus of a group, to 
include dormitories, science, fine arts, 
library and gymnasium, which it is 
hoped it may erect ns the insti­ 
tution shall grow and prosper.

There is already much enthusiasm 
manifest concerning the project being 
undertaken by the college. Tho location 
of the school on our principal boule­ 
vard is such that its improvement and 
growth will serve us a fine advertise­ 
ment to be observed by the thousands 
of motorists who ,pass through town. 
Tho old hotel building which the school 
occupies is so illy adaptod to its needs 
that it has been a factor in hampering 
tho growth of tho institution. Tho

In the Pomona District-there is seen an increase of 31c per meter (or per consumer), 
in the month of January, 1917, over the same month of 19J.6,, making a slight increase of 
12 per cent.

. As the table indicates, seventy new meters were in use in Jarfuary last over the 
number a year ago. The average cost per meter "in January, 19lt>, was $2.53, while this 
year's average cost was $2.84, or an increase of 31c per meter. 
. ' 


The reasons for this incrtase in the cost to the average consumer during last Jan­ 
uary as coriipalred with- a lyear previously are many and obvious. One of the chief causes 
is the fact that several hundred gas appliances hav>e been installed in the Pomdna 
District during the lapse of a year. Water-heaters, ranges, appliances for heating the 
homes as well as other articles have been placed in operation in local homes which a 
year ago used coal or other heating fuels. 
Shortages in coal'-as well'as in other heat­ 
ing products have increased the price of these fuels to such an extent that the only 
remaining fuel within the reach of every local housewife unquestionably is gas. Be­ 
cause of its economy for heating as well as for cooking purposes, gas ranges and heat­ 
ers have replaced in many Pomona District Homes coal and wood ranges and furnaces. 


But the kmost important reason for the increase of gas consumption lies in the un­ 
usually cold month of January. In speaking of this exceptionally low temperature, Dis­ 
trict Forecaster and Section Director George H.Willson of the "Weather Bureau of the 
United States Department of Agriculture says: 


"January, 1917, was the coldest month experienced in California during the period 
of 21 years in which statewide records have been kept." 
v 


Further undeniable facts about the low temperature of January, shown in District 
Forecaster Willson's report, follow: 


"The January snowfall in the mountains of Southern California was slightly in ex­ 
cess of the usual amount. 


"The middle decade of the month was an^ extremely cold period, the accelerated 
relation through the clear, dry air at night causing destructive frosts. At coast sta­ 
tions, where freezing temperatures are of infrequent occurrence, ice formed on several 
occasions.

"The frequent severe frosts did further harm to citrus fruit trees and .to unharvest-i 
ed citrus fruit."

J. E. Adamson, the Weather Bureau Observer of the Pomona Station, in his January 
report to the government, states that there were 14 clear days in this month, 3 being y 
partly., cloudy, and the remaining 14 being entirely cloudy oi> rainy^. The Pomona Dis­ 
trict in January ordinarily enjoys a mean temperature of 44.5 degrees. Mr. Adamson's 
report of January, 1917, indicates that out of 31 days, there were 15 in which the tem­ 
perature dropped below the freezing point, the lowest mark being 26 degrees on January 
17. 
On two other days'the mercury dropped to 27 degrees, W three days to 28 degrees, 
on five days to 29 degrees, on two days to 30 degrees, and on two days to 31 degrees. On 
the balance of the month the mercury ranged from 32 degrees upward. His report on the 
January mean temperature drops the average, which for the past 40 years has been 
54.3 degrees, to tips remarkably low mean, 51.2 degrees. In other words, January, 1917, 
was colder by 3.1 degrees than the average Pomona Valley January. 


This drop of the mercury in itself should be convincing evidence that more gas for 
heating purposes would be used.

' "During the past three years of con­ 
tinually • rising food prices, while con­ 
gressional committees and grand juries 
have been busying themselves from one 
end of the land to the other in the 
effort to place their fingers upon the 
causes of the ever increasing advances 
in Hying costs, one of > the possible 
remedies has been at our very doors,'* 
said Mr. Warner of Warner, Whitsol & 
Co. yesterday. 


"When we consider that one of our 
articles of food—vegetables—has risen 
in .price from sixteen to sixty-flvo per 
cent during < the past; few yoars—TWO 
hegin to > realize; the • possibilities for 
economy which lie in the, cultivation of 
6utf 
otr the* most' part, unused. back 
y«r,d,garden plots. \Jt really; takes qnty 
a; v^f^'smal} space of ground to g^trbw 
enough Vegetables tQ supply the,aver­ 
age family, not aloj^ for daily table use 
during the summer, but also for use 
during the winter months whep prices 
go-so. high as to be almost prohibitive. 


"The importance of the back yard as 
a garden has been emphasized in Prus­ 
sia since the war. 
The cultivation of 
every available spot of ground was 
made mandatory and the increased pro­ 
duction thereby proved an important 
factor in Cfermany's successful endeav­ 
or to feed herself. 


"The value of back yard gardening 
in this country was emphasized by the 
unique Pengreo Potato Patch Plan. 


" I n brief> the plan was to utilize, for 
gardening purposes, back yaTds, vacant 
lots scattered about the city of Detroit 
and the large stretches of unoccupied 
lands in the suburbs.' Permissios was. 
obtained from the owners of tho land 
to allow men who were out of employ­ 
ment to turn- this vacant property to 
cultivation and thereby accomplish a 
two-fold'object—give the idle laborers 
something with which to busy them­ 
selves, and, at the same time, furnish 
them a means: of providing subsistence 
for their families. 


"The seed was supplied free by the 
committee in charge of the work, but 
the crops were planted, cultivated and 
harvested -by the laborers themselves— 
and with remarkable results. In 1894, 
the first year of the experiment, about 
450 acres in all were planted.in this 
way, the crops harvested amounting to 
thousands ot dollars in value. 
Close 
tb\'i thousand families were tlius pro- 
vided with provender to tide them over 
the -winter. It was estimated that the 
potato 
crop 
alone averaged 
fifteen 
bushels per family, to say nothing of 
jthe crops of 'beans, turnips and other 
vegetables which were raised and con­ 
sumed during the summer. 


" I n 1895 the plan was repeated, lots 
being distributed this time among about 
fifteen 'hundred families. 
The results 
the second year were even more grati­ 
fying than they were the first. 


"The work of laying out a 
1 garden 
has been much simplified during the past 
few years that gardening is now some­ 
thing which even the roost inexperienc­ 
ed can carry out with an aiisurancM of 
success. 
Take planting, for instance. 
Instead of planting seeds one at « time, 
as we did a few years :ajgo, wo can now 
plant a, whole row at a time. The now 
way is to plant a strip of seeds instead 
of a handful of seeds. This may sound 
quijer if you h^tve not been following 
the recent developments in tho methods 
of seed-planting, but it is a fact just 
the same. Instead of buying a pack­ 
age of loose seeds, one now buys a roll 
of seed tape, so that all that it is 
necessary to do is to mark a row and 


T H E 
SITTING HEN. 
' 


A ,mnn said to me "Why do you sny 
'sitting hen' instead of 'setting hent" 
I replied, "For the same reason that 
I say ' I lay a thing down, but I myself 
He down." You set a hen (or tho hen 
sets herself) and when tho piece of 
business is done, the hen SITS; that 
is, if she has a mind to, which she cer­ 
tainly' has if she sets herself, though 
not always when you set her. So there 
you are, that's all there is to it. 


Now when your hen is really on busi­ 
ness bent, what is going* to happen f 
I can tell you one thing that will hap­ 
pen if you set her on too many eggs 
early in the season. You won't got as 
many, or ns good, chicks as if she had 
been set on a number she could cover 
easily, with a nice little bit to sparo. 
Fifteen eggs can be safely given to n 
big bird when the weather 'once gets 
warm, but in the early part, of tho year 
be content with a setting of twelve. 
Tho result is much more likely to give 
satisfaction, for a bunch of ten or eleven 
fine vigorous March youngstors from 
a dozen eggs well incubated, is better 
than the same number hatched from 
a bunch t,oo largo for the hen to warm 
properly. 
There are somo hens, of 
course, and here is another point, whose 
bodily heat is not enough to hatch out 
strong chicks. 
I believe that this is 
a much commoner cauBO of bad hatches 
than people have any idea of. In fact, 
when you have a number of hens set 
in one placo, and coming off thblr nests 
about one time, it is a good thing to 
let them go back to any nost they pre­ 
fer. In this way a nest of eggs which 
has not had enough heat for the past 
day or two will stand a chance of get­ 
ting properly warmed up. There is no 
doubt that the best average hatches 
are obtained by not lotting tho hens 
Toturn regularly to the same nests. This 
may surprise somo pcoplo; and this may 
surprise them some more—it has often 
been noted that hens" that sit closely, 
and are always quiot, and in tho 
same position, do not bring off as good 
hatches as tho more energetic aud rcst- 
[-lcss ones. 


Tho food of a sitting hen is rather 
an important item in the making of n 
successful hatch. 
Nothing but hard; 
ijgrain should bo lUsed. Wholo corn soents 
to suit "theny best, but any sort of ordin- 
a^..gi;aiB ,majrfbe used'. Soft food, and 
any^thihjf/whieh.';'tends to cause loose­ 
ness ol'the bowels must not be used, 
but a little green food is a good thing, 
and bo Buro there is plenty of-clean, coo\ 
water. 


To provent the eggs being soiled, al­ 
ways let the hens off tho nests at the 
same timo of the day, and .if tho eggs, 
by any chance, do get dirty, bo' sure 
to clean them with a damp rng. Noth­ 
ing is more likely to spoil a hatch than 
letting the eggs got their breathing 
spaces choked up with filth. 


then plant in it a strip of tape. 
This 
new method enables the novice to plant 
his garden as properly and scientifically 
as the experienced gardener. 


"Tho advantage's of this now method 
of planting are that tho planting itself 
is so much easier, being rid of its back- 
breaking labor; no thinning out is 
necessary because the seed is proporly 
spaced in the tape and the carefully 
selected seed practically assures full 
germination. "-
